Rimbo 
was arrested, charged with being acces- 
sory to the murder, bat, no evidence 
being found ngaimt him, he wai dis- 
charged. 
Ho was afterwards taken 


from his honse at midnight by a pre-

Musgrove of Pennsylvania wonld vote 
no doubt, with the Democrats on thi 
question of organiiation, should it be 
contest between the two parties. Wha 
the two Virginia Readjosters may do it 
yet unknown. The result of the oom 
iag Virginia election may probably have 
considerable influence in determiainj 
the political status of the next Congren 
The Greeobackers form an element o 
uncertainty in relation to the organise 
tion of the next House. Their leaden 
emphatically declare that they iaten 
to make a caucus nomination for Speak 
er, and stand by that nomination to the 
last. A good deal of talk is afloat of 
coalition of the Democrats and Greea 
backer*, but inch a combination eenlc 
not win unless the Virginia Readjwten 
join, providing the Republican* elee 
two in New York. Should the Demo 
oral* capture either Miller's or Lap 
ham's district, it might be fatal to Re 
publican ascendency ia the aezt Homse 
as it would enable die opposition b 
combining to master a majority. Th 
chances are favorable to a Republics 
organisation, bat ike vote is likely tc 
be *o close that the sadden death or U 
nee* of a member might upset all eal 
enlationi.
